It is not known what the members’ 
attitude will be when the movement is 
begun to further depose the speaker- 
Ship of its great authority, but the 
chances are they will seek to force 
battle over to the succeeding session, 
when they will be in undisputed con- 
trol.

Chester, 8S C., November 19.—The 
prosecution in the so-called dispen- 
Sary “graft cases” and the trial] of 
Jodie M. Rawlinson and John Black, 
former members of the old state dis- 
pensary board, and H. Lee Solomons, 
a liquor house drummer, closed at 
noon today, and urgument was begun 
at once, the defense putting up no 
witnesses. By this move the defense 
secures the advantages of having the 
last speech before the jury. The fea- 
tures of the testimony offered by the 
prosecution today was statements that 
the liquor dealers charged South Caro- 
lina, as represented by the old state 
dispensary, more than other customers, 
in order to get back money paid out 
in rebates. Another interesting bit 
of evidence was that of W. D. Roy, 
a liquor house representative, who 
swore that there was some wrangling 
over the adoption of the “rebate sched- 
ule,” the board holding out for $32 
a barrel and the liquor men wishing 
to restrict the rebate to $1.50, accord- 
ing to the witness. 

John T. Early was the first witness 
of the day. He swore that the liquor 
dealers raised prices in South Caro- 
lina to get back the money paid in 
rebates. He declared that liquor 
houses had paid rebates to other 
boards bes‘des those under indictment. 

W. D. Roy told of the squabble over 
the rebate schedule. He said that at 
first he had refused to pay up, but 
later had had to come across. 

Joseph B. Wylie, recalled 
stand. declared that the board had held 
a meeting at 7 o’clock one morning, in 
order to pay certain claims before the 
attorney general could’ secure an in- 
junetion preventing payment. 

Henry Samuels corroborated much of 
Wrylie’s testimony. 

B. L. Abney then opened the ar- 
gument for the prosecution. The de- 
fense will have five speeches.

In order to clear .up this apparent 
discrepancy, a representative of The

/some light on it, which he very kindly 
did. 

In an interview, he shows that his 
forecast is for Atlanta and vicinity. 
while that from Washington is for the 
entire state, and he points out that 
the local forecast is based on observa- 
tions taken at © a. m., while the Wash- 
ington forecast is taken at 8 p. m., the 
same day, and is consequently exactly 
twelve hours later, which makes a con- 
siderable difference when the taciturn 
disposition of the weather is taken into 
consideration. 

Mr. von Herrmann says: 

What Mr. von Herrmann Says, 


“In regard to the difference in the 
local and the Waskington weather 
forecasts. I may explain that the 
Washington forecast which you receive 
comes direct from the chief office at 
Washington, D. C., and is based on 
the night observation taken at 8 p. m., 
75th meridian time: the local forecast 
for Atlanta and vicinity, however. is 
based on the 8 a. m. observation of 
the morning of the day before, as this 
office does not make a night prediction. 
@ Nevertheless, the local forecast for 
Atlanta and the Washington forecast 
for Georgia have not differed for quite 
a while. Take the following record: 

“Saturday, November 5.—Washing- 
ton forecast for Georgia: Unsettled 
weather, with rain tonight or Sunday; 
warmer in southeast portion tonight.

“Saturday Lo¢al Forecast for Atlan- 
ta—Rain tonight or Sunday. 

“The forecasts in this case are the 
same, but Washington made a new 
forecast for Sunday based on later in- 
formation (the 8 p. m. observation), 
which was issued by the Associated 
Press, and which The Constitution re- 
ceived and printed. 

“Take today (Thursday): 

“Washington Forecast for November 
9, a. m—Fair and warmer tonight; 
Thursday increasing cloudiness, proba- 
bly rain in northwest portion. 

“Local Forecast for Atlasita, Novem- 
ber 9, 8 a. m.—Fair, warmer tonight; 
Thursday rain. 

“Atlanta being in the northwest por- 
the two forecasts are again ex- 
actly the same; accordingly, if the 
Washington forecast printed today 
says Thursday fair, that forecast was 
based on the p. m. signals of Wednes- 
day; in other words, the chief office 
made a new forecast for Thursday, 
which this office cannot do. 

Cannot Specify Local Rains. 

“l am of the opinion that a forecast 
for Atlanta of, say, rain on Thursday, 
does not essentially conflict with a 
state forecast for fair weather Thurs- 
day, because the state forecast cannot 
possibly stop to mention that at At- 
lanta or Savannah a little rain may oc- 
cur, but the general outlook is for fair 
weather over the state. 

“It is most unfortunate that the gen- 
eral public will not learn to under- 
stand the wording of the forecasts. If 
the weather bureau predicts fair 
weather, and the day happens to be 
cloudy, the people generally think the 
forecast was a failure, whereas a pre- 
diction of fair merely means that it 
will not rain, not that the sky will be 
clear. So, likewise, the local forecast is 
strictly for Atlanta and immediate vi- 
cinity; it may rain at Atlanta and no- 
where in the state, a frequent 
phenomenon, and, under those condi- 
tions, the state forecast will be ‘Gen- 
erally fair,’ while the local forecast 
for Atlanta will be “Rain;’ as already 
stated in this case, the forecaster can- 
not stop to say except rain at Atlanta, 
because that’s what the local forecasts 
are for. 

“IT would be glad to hear any sugges- 
tions as to the best possible way to 
avoid misapprehension on the part of 
the people. Of course, the bureau is 
anxious to give information compre- 
hensible to the public, in whose inter- 
ests the service exists.”

Southern Railway Tries System 
at Austell, 18 Miles From 
Atlanta. 


important improvement Just 
the Southern Railway 
Company insuring greater . facilities 
and safety of operation on its lines 
between Birmingham and Atlanta and 
Chattanooga and Atlanta is the instal- 
lation of an interlocking plant and 
automatic block signal system at 
Austell, the junction of the Birming- 
ham and Chattanooga lines. This new 
facility will be put into operation in 
about fifteen days, in time to take care 
of the winter train service which will 
be inaugurated Novembe@® 27. 

The Southern has double track on 
the 18-mile stretch from Atlanta to 
Austell, at which point the lines to 
Chattanooga and Birmingham diverge.

HARVEST OF CORN 
GREATEST GATHERED 


Washington, November 10.—Bumper 
crops led by corn with the greatest 
harvest ever gathered, were produced 
by the farmers of the United States 
during this year. In a general re- 
view of crop conditions issued today 
the bureau of statistics of the Gde- 
partment of agriculture says: 

“The harvests of 1910 have bee. 
practically completed, with results ex- 
veeding the expectations during ths 
growing period. Preliminary esti- 
mates have been made of the produc- 
tion of most of the important crops. 
from which it appears that the aggre- 
gate production of crops in 1910 ar 
approximately 7.6 per cent greater 
than the crops of 1909, and about 9§.! 
per cent greater than the average 
annual production of the preceding 
five years. Prices for important crops 
averaged on November 1 about 56.4 pe? 
cent lower than a year ago.
